JOINT RESOLUTION OKFERED

Washington, Dec. 11.— Mr. Schafrotk, a Democrat member 


from Colorado, offered a joint resolution in the house today, 
setting forth that whereas the dispute between Great Britain 
and Germany on one side and Venezuela on the other, is likely 
to result in the infringement of the Monroe doctrine, with pos- 
sibilities of serious complications with the United States, the 
president be authorized to propose to Great Britain and Ger- 
many that their claims he submitted to arbitration and to agree 
that 'the United States guarantee the payment of any awards 
against Venezuela.

Washington. Dec. 11,— Elasticity of

States can be secured, according to 
the annual report of William B. Ridge- 
y. comptroller of the currency, by the 
passage of a law allowing national 
banks to Issue notes, in addition 
to 


their notes secured 
by government 


bonds, to the extent of 20 to 50 per 
:ent of such secured circulation. 
The 


comptroller makes a strong argument 
for this change, arguing that it would 
jrovlde sufficient money to move the 
ctops every year with ease and cer- 
ainty of freedom from business pan- 
ics. 
To guarantee the

notes he would have a reserve 
fund 


"raised by a very small tax." 
This, 


he says, would make the safety of the 
notes absolute. 


Under the outline of the increase of 


circulation by banks would be made

The legislature of Vermont has in ef-
